MNOUNCSRs  When  the  National  Forests  were  created*  a heavy  use  of 

their  forage  resources  was  already  established.  Roving  herds  of  cattle 

and  bands  of  sheep  grazed  throughout  the  west*  and  there  was  a good  deal 

of  battling  among  the  owners  for  the  best  range.  But  this  disorganized 

condition  was  disastrous  to  both  the  animals  and  the  grazing  lands. 

Therefore  the  Forest  Service  set  up  a system  of  controlled  use  — 

requiring  owners  to  secure  permits  for  grating  their  stock  on  the  National 

Forests.  Priority  was  given  to  local  people  who  had  been  feeding  their 

stock  on  the  forests  for  the  longest  period.  And  out  of  this  system  came 

the  beginning  of  a stability  in  the  livestock  industry . Owners  had 

greater  incentive  to  settle  the  land  permanently^  to  fence  their 

boundaries.,  to  take  better  care  of  their  stock  and  to  take  an  Interest  in 

protecting  and  developing  the  ranges  Today  domestic  livefevOck  graze 

on  more  than  80  million  acres  of  National  Forest  range*  and  this  range 

supports  over  seven  million  head  of  anijtals.
